Extension to Halt 
... Payment Reduction. 
. Expires April 1*

It was a tense moment, 
and unless Congress acts 
soon, it’s due for an encore 

“in the next few weeks. 

| Atissue is a planned 
21.2 percent cut in 
Medicare reimbursements 
to physicians, which re- 
sults from the application 
of an SGR (Sustained 
Growth Rate) formula 
passed by Congress back 
in 1997. The formula uti- 
lizes a 1996 baseline for 
establishing physician 
fees, and directs that 
physician spending 
should not increase faster 
than the GDP (Gross Do- 
mestic Product). The end 
result is a yearly “target” 
amount for Medicare pay- 
ments to physicians. 

The problem is, SGR 
doesn't allow for increases 
resulting from advances in 

~ technology, increases in 
drug costs, and new pa- 

_ tient services. So begin- 
ning in 2002, just five 
years after SGR was en- 
acted, the designated “tar- 


-get” payment amount for 


physician services began 
to fall behind the actual 
amount being paid. And 
each year since, Congress 
has intervened to block 
those SGR targeted cuts in 
payments. So in the past 
eight years, the difference 
between what Medicare 
paid to physicians and 
what SGR indicated they 
should be paid has been 
growing steadily. 

On March Ist, 2010, 
that “difference” amount 
indicated there should be 
a 21.2 percent cut in pay- 
ments, and Congress hic- 
cupped in blocking the 
cut from going into effect. 
Actually is was more of a 
sustained drone, as Ken- 
tucky Senator Jim Bun- 
ning objected to the 
passing of a bill that 
would have averted the 
cuts and extend unem- 
ployment benefits. On 
March 2nd, he changed 
his mind. 

So on that day, the Sen- 
ate voted 78-19 to approve 
a bill (HR 4691) that ex-

tended these two 
items for 30 days. In 
the meantime, the 
Senate has been con- 
sidering a $149 billion 


bill (HR 4213) which 


would extend the cur- 
rent Medicare pay- 
ment rate (i.e. no 
cuts) through Octo- 
ber Ist, and Congress 
is working on an even 
longer-term solution 
to the SGR problem. 
According to State- 
HealthFacts.org, there 
are approximately 1.5 
million Medicare en- 
rollees in Michigan 
based on 2008 figures. 
That’s a whole lot of 
folks that would be af- 
fected should such a 
payment reduction in 
physician fees actually 
take place. Such a sig- 
nificant reduction

without impacting the overall health | 


of the population”
